The Fifty-fifth Annual Session of 


the Teachers' 
Institute of Adams 


County was formally opened on Mon- 
day afternoon at 1.30 p. m., the open- 
ing devotional exercises being in 
charge of Rev. J. B. Baker, pastor of 
St. James' Lutheran Church. 


W. Clarence Sheely, Esq., delivered 


the following address of welcome to 
the teachers: 
Mr. Chairman and Pedagogues of Ad- 


ams County: 


Some ten years or more ago, the 


then superintendent of schools invited 
me to deliver the address of welcome 
to the teachers at your 
annual in- 


stitute. My address evidently was not 
appreciated as a master effort, be- 
cause nobody has asked me since to 
address you, until this year, when 
your 
superintendent, 
evidently 
be- 


cause he was unable to secure any- 
body else to perform this pleasing 
duty, thrust me into the breach again. 
I have no doubt that the experience 
of ten years ago will be repeated, and 
that it will be a long time before I 
shall be again called upon to welcome 
you. By that time it may well be pos- 
sible that an address of welcome to 
teachers in their annual institute as- 
sembled may be a thing forgotten, and 
that in the higher civilization which 
we shall then have attained it will be 
spoken of as one of the curious cus- 
toms of the dark ages, interesting only 
to the antiquaries who study the cus- 
toms and habits of past ages. I really 
cannot imagine any sane reason why 
you teachers of Adams county should 
be welcomed to Gettysburg today, any 
more than yon, or at least some of 
you, should have been welcomed when 
you came to Gettysburg last summer 
to pass your teacher's examination, or 
than you ladies should have been wel- 
comed last week when you were in 
Gettysburg 
to 
secure 
your 
hats, 


dresses and other finery to trick your- 
selves out for this glorious week, or 
than you boys should have been for- 
mally welcomed a few weeks ago 
when you were iu 
chickens, or other marketing. We are 
all of Adams county, both you of the 
country and we of this little city, and 
our county is so small that we are all 
veritable neighbors of each other, and 
neighbors are not in the habit of hurl- 
ing formal addresses of welcome at 
each other when they meet. I there-" 
fore think this custom would be more 
honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance. But 
your 
superintendent 


and custom demand that I formally 
welcome you to our midst, and I must 
proceed to do it. 


In thinking over the matter, with 


the view of doing it full justice, I was 
impressed with a realization of the 
fact that in this little county of ours 
there are some wonderful and little 
appreciated sections, and that you 
teachers come from and represent 
them. I know, for instance, that one 
of you teachers comes from the im- 
mortal region of "Paradise." To that 
teacher I can extend no sufficient wel- 
come, but can only assure him or her 
of my sympathy in that this is a week 
of "Paradise Lost," because Gettys- 
burg at its best is not 'Paradise." 


On the other hand, we have a differ- 


ent welcome to the teacher who hails 
from that forlorn section of Adams 
county which has taken to itself the 
name of "Buzzard's Glory." To him 
or her the citizens of Gettysburg de- 
sire to express the belief that the 
change should be more than pleasant. 
At all events we should be very sorry 
to learn that a week of Gettysburg is 
not more exhilarating than a week of 
the section most loved of that carrion 
bird. 


The professor who officiates at "Mud 


College"' will be specially taken care 
of by the faculty -of Pennsylvania Col- 
lege in the north end of town. He or 
she Till be invited to examine the 
curriculum and facilities of Pennsylva 
nia College, and I assure him or her 
that the officers of that institution will 
appreciate any criticisms or sugges- 
tions that may be made looking to the 
betterment of Pennsylvania College. 


To the teachers from "Fairview," 


"Belmont" 
and 
"Fairmount,'' 
we 


would say: — Go to Round Top and en- 
joy the view from that summit, look 
over the magnificent country spread- 
ing around you in every direction. 
from the mountains eastward almost 
to the sea. dotted with beautiful 
towns, fertile, rich and happy, and we 
believe you will return to >our homes 
convinced that Gettysburg has also 
its lovely views. 


To the teachers from '"Cold Springs" 


and "Clear Spring" I will frankly ad- 
mit that >ou have something in which 
we cannot surpass you. your water; 
but you will not find ours wholly bad, 
and, if teachers have not changed 
wonderfully since I . knew them best, 
I think I can say that Gettysburg can 
supply a decoction or concoction of 
water and malt that some of you will 
find more palatable than your water; 
at least for a change. 


I can assure the teacher from Cash- 


town that he or she will be specially 
welcome at this season of the year. 
You are aware that the tourist sea- 
sen for Gettysburg is over for the year 
and the sale of manufactured relics 
of the little unpleasantness ii?re some 
years ago must be suspended for the 
winter, and therefore we are sadly in 
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need Of the cash with which all the 
residents of your community are so 
liberally supplied. 


To the teacher from Mt. Hope I can 


only say that I have never had the 
pleasure of visiting the district which 
bears so euphonious a name, but 1 
have always understood that the 
teacher of that school from the be- 
ginning of the year to the end thereof 
lives in the hope that the directors 
will not send him or her back there 
for the second term, and that in this 
way that school' obtained its name. 
To him or her I want to express the 
hope of the citizens of this town that 
he may not be disappointed in his 
hope. 


The teacher from "West Point" can 


employ his spare time in studying the 
battlefield. 
The professors and stu- 


dents from the West Point on the 
Hudson make an annual pilgrimage to 
Gettysburg for the purpose of study- 
Ing the battlefield and drinking in the 
patriotism and love of country which 
this battlefield inspires, and it is emi- 
nently proper that our own "West 
Point" teacher should do the same. 


The teacher from "Mt. Vernon" can 


properly employ his leisure in the 
same way, because there are no other 
two places in America so thoroughly 
typifying the valor and devotion of 
the sons of America at the two criti- 
cal periods in its history as Mt. Ver- 
non and Gettysburg. 


There is a school in one of the up- 


per end townships which rejoices in 
the name of "Liberty Hall." Whether 
it attained the distinction of its name 
by reason of the exceeding love of lib- 
erty prevailing in that community, or 
whether it is because of the exceed- 
ing liberty allowed the pupils of that 
school by the teacher, I do not know, 
but we want the teacher of that school 
to -feel at perfect liberty among us 
this week, and especially, at liberty to 
spend among us all the money he or 
she may possess. We have recent re- 
organized in this community a board 
of trade which justifies its existence 
by devising all manner of schemes to 
separate our visitors from their money 
and we want all of you to feel, and I 
speak with the authority of the Board 
of Trade, that you have the same lib- 
erty to spend your money as the 
teaqher of "Liberty Hall." 
'Tjike teacher who hails from that 
Ideal commuinty where all, teacher, 
pupils, parents, are on "Good Intent" 
is especially welcome among us, and 
I trust that he will inspire the same 
wme^of owr 
That ~ teacher might find his work very 
highly appreciated by the inmates of 
the county institution at the other 
end of this street. 


The teacher who has left her "Sweet 


Home-"' to sojourn a week among the 
boarding houses of Gettysburg will 
every day, every hour, miss the "Sweet 
Home" she has left, especially as she 
thinks of the plenty and abundance 
prevailing in and about that "Sweet 
Home," but I would remind her that 
in days past the superintendent al- 
ways opened the institute by stating 
to the assembled teachers that he had 
prepared for them a wonderful in- 
tellectual feast, and that he hoped the 
teachers would enjoy it. I do not 
know whether your present superin- 
tendent opens the institute by calling 
it a feast, but I trust that the teacher 
from "Sweet Home," as well as all 
other teachers, may enjoy the intel- 
lectual feast, and that it may suffice 
to sustain you during the excitement 
of the week. 


"Fair Play" is the ideal of every re- 


lation in this life. It is the end and 
purpose of all laws, and is a religion 
in itself. The man who plays 
fair 


with himself and the world is a per- 
fect citizen, and St. Peter will not 
trouble him with lengthy catechism 
when he arrives at the golden gates. 
We have in this county a district so 
thoroughly imbued with this spirit 
that it has taken to itself the appella- 
tion of "Fair Play," and while I spe- 
cially welcome the teacher from that 
elysian field I would ask the rest of 
you to adopt as the fairest and squar- 
est motto, aim or purpose of the lives 
of yourselves and pupils the simple 
one—play fair. 


There is a teacher from "Bragtown,'* 


and I respectfully submit that your 
superintendent should have awarded 
to him the great honor of replying to 
this address of welcome. The quality 
which has given the unique name to 
that community would have insured 
a wonderfully unique reply and would 
have been enjoyed by us all. 


But whether you come from moun- 


tain or plain, from the red shale sec- 
tion or the rich limestone region, we 
are only too glad to have you with us 
again, and we trust that the week will 
be one of enjoyment and profit to you. 
I have no desire to say anything to 
you regarding the nobility of the pro- 
fession which you are following. I 
think you have had a surfeit of that 
in the past, and, besides. I have never 
been inoculated with the idea that the 
profession of teaching is a specially 
noble one. I venture to say that there 
are few teachers here who in cold 
blood and sober seriousness will assert 
that they have ever been impressed 
with the nobility of the profession of 
teaching. I taught school for a short 
time myself some years back, and the 
feeling was hammered into me that it 
was a work of drudgery and slavery, 
with few pleasures to off-set 
the 


dreary 
routine of the 
schoolroom 


treadmill. 
I was teaching for the 


same reason that actuates many of 
you. 
I was using the profession simp- 


ly as a stepping-stone to something 
else, and so are many of you. There 
are few of you ladles to-day who would 
not abandon the profession of teach- 
ing at once if the eligible men on this 
side of the house could muster up the 


courage to make the proposal for 
which you are longing and ask you to 
help establish a home with them. And 
you men are equally hopeless. There 
isn't one of you who is teaching be- 
cause he loves it, and there isn't one 
of you who would not abandon It If 
a better permanent position were of- 
fered you. I don't blame you either, 
because I know of no other calling 
which is more exacting than yours, 
none which more quickly nape your en- 
ergy and ambition, and none which Is 
more likely to fix and hold you in a 
rut than yours. It is the only pro- 
fession with which I am acquainted 
in which, the longer you have follow- 
ed it. the more difficult it seems to be 
to get or hold a position. I am speak- 
ing, generally, of course, and I know 
that there are many exceptions to the 
rule, but the rule is as I have stated 
it. 


You will probably hear a great deal 


this week about your profession being 
underpaid. With this assertion I do 
not agree. 1 believe that the teachers 
of Adams county are to-day receiving 
all they earn in the way of salary, and 
that most of you are receiving more 
as teachers than you could probably 
receive in any other work for which 
you are fitted. I believe you are re- 
ceiving to-day all that your work jus- 
tifies, and a visit to one of the teach- 
ers' examinations and a sight of the 
scramble for positions in our schools 
certainly justifies the belief I have. 
In each district there may be one or 
more teachers, who, by training and 
natural gift, because I have often 
thought that the good teacher is born 
and not made, make such a success of 
their work that it cannot be adequate- 
ly compensated in money, but that is 
true of every profession. In a coun- 
try community such as ours there may 
be one physician who is so skillful 
that he stands head and shoulders 
above his fellow physicians, but I have 
never heard that such a physician can 
obtain better fees than the charlatan 
or quack. The same is true of the le- 
gal profession. In a community such 
as ours the rewards of pre-eminent 
success in any profession can never 
be commensurate with the skill shown 
and to such teachers I would suggest 
that, instead of lamenting your lot, 
you go to some other community 
where the rewards of success are 
greater than with us. 
The others 


could not get a position in another 
field and to them I would say: Do the 
best you .can here, endeavor to keep 
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ods of your profession, and, when you 
can do so, follow the successful teach 
ers into other fields. 


I regard the annual institute very 


highly. I do not think a great deal 
of the abstract information which you 
will receive and digest in the week, 
but I do highly regard the inspiration 
which must come from the attendance 
upon the sessions. I have been fa- 
miliar with the institutes in this coun- 
ty for very many years. My recollec- 
tion of them goes back to a period at 
least forty years ago, when I was a 
mere child, and when, although but a 
child, I knew every teacher in the 
county and could name him or her 
and locate his or her township or 
school. In those days it was the one 
great event of the year and no minute 
of any session was missed by me. I 
have watched the evolution of the in- 
stitute from those days to the present 
with interest and pleasure, and while 
I am willing to pay tribute to the in- 
stitute as conducted these days, there 
is a certain romance to me about the 
institutes of many years ago which 
endears their memory to me and will 
never allow me to forget them. In- 
stitutes then were conducted under 
different conditions from those which 
surround 
us to-day. 
The 
modern 


printing has brought to us an intimate 
knowledge of the whole world and has 
made the whole world kin. That was 
not true then, and I will never forget 
how we used to look in wonder and 
awe on Colonel Sanford, in many re- 
spects one of the best lecturers I have 
ever heard, or how we admired the 
wonderful courage of the man who 
had braved the passage of the Atlantic 
Ocean and had been able to return and 
tell us of the wonders he had seen on 
the other side. How we crowded the 
court house year after year to listen 
to his stories of London and Paris and 
Rome, and when the Colonel had de- 
livered all the lectures he possessed. 
he started over again on them, and 
again we crowded to hear them, en- 
joying them almost as much the sec- 
ond time as the first. Then Marshall, 
the man who had penetrated into the 
far 
off region of the 
Yellowstone, 


where he found "Old Faithful" and 
the other marvellous geysers, the in- 
describably beautiful hot springs, the 
wondrous water-falls 
and 
glorious 


canyon, came to us and showed us 
pictures of that fairyland of which 
we never tired and which we shall 
never forget. I think the travel lec- 
tures of the institute courses years ago 
excited in me a desire to see things 
then described and developed in me a 
wander-lust which, I am sure, will 
never leave me. 


And Gough and Talmadge and Wil- 


letts, these were names to conjure 
with the good old days, while Kidd 
and Bailey and Murdoch as elocution 
ists. were giants in their line. Helen 
Potter as an impersonator has never 
been equalled, and there never was a 
greater woman lecturer than Mrs. 
Livermore. There stands out in bold 
relief the recollection of one course 
which contained the names of Saxe. 
the poet, Murdoch, the reader, and 
Loseing, the historian. I doubt very 
much whether three such celebrities 
have appeared in a week's course from 
that day to this. 


But, 
as I have said, times have 


chauged with them, and I very much' ( 
doubt whether one of the old time in- 
stitute courses would attract enough 
patronage -in these days to pay ex- 
penses. Nowadays we want to be 
amused, not instructed, and I am one 
of those who prefer to be amused, but 
I cannot" refrain from paying this

The teacher of today is not 
heaven born, it is no longer a question 
of natural adaptation, but he must re- 
ceive a good salary so that he may 
properly equip himself. We now need 
trained teachers. It is certainly an 
injury to Gettysburg and to the County 
to tell the well equipped teachers to 
go elsewhere.

"Success Magazine," who never sees 
auy good in anything which does not 
immediatelycouceru himself, advance 
hie interests, the man who is always 
flinging out his sarcasms, sticking a 
knife iuto other people's backs, mak- 
ing light of others' motives, fludiug 
faults aud defects iu their characters 
and implying that thev are uot what 
they pretend to be. 


It is positively painful to ihe 


soul to hear a competitor compliment- 
ed or spikeu well or. He always tries 
to rniuinme the virtues and quality ot 
the praise of another by a malicious 
''if'1 or "but," or endeavors in some 
way to throw doubt upon the charac- 
ter of the person pra'ued. 


The habit of belittling is a confes- 


sion ot weakness, of inferiority, of a 
small, jealous, envious nature : a con- 
fession that one's life is not well pois- 
ed, well balanced. 
The large, mag- 


nanimous soul has uo room for jeai- 
ous. envious nature ; a confession that 
one's life is not well poised, well bal- 
anced. The large, magnanimous &oui 
has 110 room for jealousy, for the be- 
Jittling spirit. It magnifies tbe good 
and minimizes the bad. 


A spirit of generosity aud kindness 


is au iudicatiou of greatness of soul. 
Jealousy, envy, a disposition to keep 
from others the credit which belongs 
to them, are marks of a small nature, 
a pinched mentality. A kindly spirit 
always accompanies largeness of na- 
ture, breadth of character. The man 
who belittles a competitor, who mam- 
tains a mean silence when he should 
praise, only exhibits to the world his 
own narrowness aud stinginess of 
soul. A man with a really large na- 
ture is generous, charitable, even to 
hie enemy. 


The belittler does uot realize that in 


disparaging others, in discounting the 
achievements of competitors, he is ex- 
posing the limitations of his own soul, 
the small ness of his nature, aud not 
only that, but all the time is making 
tbe person he is talking to think less 
of him. We little imagine that when 
we draw a picture of others we draw 
one of ourselves. A small, mean soul 
eees only small, mean things in an- 
other. A really great nature sees only 
the good qualities of others. 


Unfortunately, men of great ability 


who have been distinguished for bril- 
liant intellectual gifts, often unusual 
courage and tenacity of purpose, men 
who have really done big things, have 
frequently beeu insanely jealous and 
envious of others, especially those in 
the same profession or business as 
themselves. 


Many singers aud actors—aud, I am 


sorry to say, some clergymen —sutler 
from professional jealousy. They are 
pained by hearing others iu their pro- 
fession praised. 
This jealousy is per- 


haps more characteristic of profes- 
sional people generally than of busi- 
ness people. 


I know a clergyman who would be 


very popular and successful if he were 
only large enough to see the good in 
his brother clergymen, but he Is not. 
He is always emphasizing their faults 
and weakness, especially those of men 
who are gaining in popularity. If any 


tirst told oue of our deputy sheriffs 
tliat in future I should seud boys to 
Cjoldeu without him, he said to my 
clerk: "Well, I've always beard Liud- 
sey was crazy, but I uever believed it 
till to-day.'" Aud when a hardened 
youug criminal went from my court 
250 miles to the Bueua Vista reforma- 
tory alone, aud presented tnuiMvif at 
the gates of tne prison, "tbe sentry" 
(as I was afterwards told) "almost 
tell off the walls." Crazy? Do you 
kuow that over half tbe inmates of 
reformatories, jails aud prisons in this 
country are uuder tweuty-tive years 
of age ? (Some authorities say uuder 
twenty-three.) Do you kuow that au 
English prisou commission uot long 
ago reported to Parliament that the 
age of sixteen to twenty! was the 


mall essential criminal age? Do you kuow 


that the Earl of Shaftsbury, after 
much study, declared that uot two out 
ot any hundred criminals iu London 
had formed the habits that led to 
criminality after the twentieth year? 
I may be very cra/y, aud yet not be 
as crazy as the people who, iu the face 
of these facts, believe that the crimi- 
nal methods of our civilization are 
any thing but agigautic crime aud a 
stupendous folly. Some day our de- 
sceudauts will read of our methods ot 
handling criminals as we now read of 
how our ancestors imprisonea tbe in- 
sane in chains and used the methods 
of a Siberian jailer ou the inmates of 
the madhouse!—From "The Beast aud 
the Jungle" by Judge Lindsey iu De- 
cember Everybody's.

Police Force of Canada. 


The Royal Northwest Mounted Po- 


lice force of Canada is a combination 
of all sorts and conditions of men 
blown together by the round-up of the 
winds of heaven. In the ranks we 
Hud western broncho buster, eastern 
log-baler, 
lumberjacks, 
uuaspired 


Cockneys, Cree-Scot half-breeds, time- 
expired men from every branch of the 
imperial service, side by side with the 
Fiench-Canadian born "free days be- 
low Kebek." Two years the roll-call 
of one troop included iu its rank and 
tile a son of a colonial governor, a 
graudsouof a major-general, a medical 
studeut from Dublin, an Oxford M. A., 
two troopers of the imperial forces and 
half a dozen ubiquitous Scots, 
for 


many years a sou of Charles Dickens 
did honorable service with this force, 
and there served beside him a runa- 
way circus clown and the brother of a 
Yorkshire baronet. Several of the full 
privates have tucked away iu the bot- 
tom of their mess-kit medals won in 
South Africa, Egypt and Afghanistan, 
but the lost legion of gentlemen rank- 
ers predominates, and it is Rugby and 
Cambridge out here on the unbroken 
prairies that set the fashion iu mufti 
and manners. 


A compelling factor making for dig- 


nity and decency in a border country 
as big as Europe is this little band of 
red-coated riders, scarcely a thousand 
in number, spurring singly across the 
plains with sealed orders and turning 
up just when most wanted. 


The beat of the mouuted policeman 


is from Hudson bay to the Pacific and 
from the forty-ninth parallel to' the 
frozen Artie, aud he does not take tips 
or sleep on duty; you cannot blufl 
him. you cannot bulldoze him, and it 
is not exactly safe to try to "square" 
him. Of this man, as of Lord Bobs, 
we may say, " 'E don't advertise;" it 
is the boast of the service in Canada 
that they seldom "get into print.'1 Yet 
it is strikingly true that on the margin 
of every page of the unwritten history 
of this great, lone land, the figure of 
this solitary horseman is vignetted-—

Century. 


Roosevelt Stops a Big Rhino. 
The huge beast was standing in en- 


tirely open country, although there 
were a few scattered trees of no great 
size at some little distance from him.

the Episcopal bodies, drawing together 
on a more closely knit basis of church 
organization based upon external au- 
thority." 


In the course of his article,. Mr. 


Baker takes occasion to quote the fol- 
lowing prayer for business men by 
Professor Rauschenbausch: 


"We plead with thee, O God, for our 


brothers who are pressed by the cares 
and beset by the temptations of busi- 
ness life. We acknowledge before 
thee our common guilt for the hard- 
ness and deceitfulness of our commer- 
cial life, which leads so many into 
temptation and causes even the right- 
eous to slip and fall. So long as it 
must be that man is set against man 
in a struggle for wealth, help them to 
make their contest in some measure 
a test of excellence, by which even the 
defeated may be spurred to better 
work.

those who have forgotten fairness and 
honesty, help him to put his trust res- 
olutely in the profitableness of sincer- 
ity and uprightness and, If need he to 
accept loss rather than follow the oth- 
ers on crooked paths. Establish in 
unshaken fidelity all who hold in ti ust

The following beautiful tribute to 


Mrs. 
Mary Witherow Puruiau. whose 


death was noticed in the COMPILE*, is 
taken from the "National Tribune" of 
Washington: 


There d'led in Washington on Sept. 


30, 1909, a sweet, gentle woman, whose 
passing away was mourned by every- 
one who had ever known her. 
Mrs. 


Mary Witherow Purman had more ro- 
mances in her life, perhaps, than falls 
to the lot of the average woman. She 
was the eldest daughter of a large 
family, and her birthplace was Get- 
tysburg. Pa , where she first saw the 
light July 23, 1840. She was the 
daughter of Samuel and Eliza Jane 
McGiuley Witherow. and the large 
stone house which was then the With- 
erow home has stood since Pennsylva- 
nia was a colony, and was then, and 
still is, an interesting as well as hls- 
toiic landmark. When only 15 years 
old Miss Witherow was obliged to 
leave school and assume the responsi- 
bilities of housekeeping for the fami- 
ly. She kept up her reading and study 
however, putting her "Paradise Lost" 
under her pillow in order that she 
might read a little early in the morn- 
ing. She was a member of the Pres- 
byterian Church and of its choir, and 
was one of those who helpel to render 
the music at the dedication of the Na- 
tional Cemetery when President Lin- 
coln made his famous Gettysburg ad- 
diess 
The stirring days of the Civil 


War brought to the people of Gettys- 
burg many trials and plenty of oppor- 
tunity for great service. The Wither- 
ow home was thrown wide open to 
the wounded, and the daughters of 
the household not only nursed those 
who were sheltered there, but visited 
the hospitals of both Union and Con- 
federate sides. "While on one of these 
excursions Miss Witherow, with her 
sister Sarah, carried delicacies to one 
Capt. W. C. Ward, of the 4th Ala., C. 
S. A. In speaking of this particular 
incident Capt. Ward says: 
"I was 


awakened by the passing of a shadow 
across my face, and I opened my eyes 
to see a beautiful young woman. She 
came several times to the hospital, 
and her attentions to me while wound- 
ed and lying on the battlefield, though 
I was, according to her own views, an 
enemy to her countrj and her people, 
were of the most unselfish character." 


After the death of Mrs. Purman 


Maj. 
A. A. Nickerson, of Washington, 


D. C., came to her late residence for 
the purpose of pinning upon her 
breast a small United States flag. 
"Forty six >ears ago," he said, "Mrs. 
Purman, then Miss Mary Witherow, 


I saw me as I was being carried past 
' her window on a stretcher during the 
battle ol Gettysburg, and brought me 
a wine sangaree and pinned this little 
flag upon my breast. I have kept it 
until now, and have intended to place 
it upon her breast at her death." 


Of all the several incidents of her 


life at this time one was of deepest 
interest because of the important con 
sequences. 
Lieut., now Dr. Purman. 


who had been severely wounded in 
both legs, one of which had been am 
putated, was brought to the Witherow 
ho'me and there cared for until he was 
sufficiently recovered to be removed 
to 'his own home. A year later he 
visited Gettysburg and renewed the 
acquaintance, when the friendship be- 
tween him and Miss Witherow ripen 
ed into love, and on June 30. 1869 
they were married in the old Presbj 
terian Church of Washington, D. C 


Mrs. Purman was a devoted Chris- 


tian and deeply interested in foreign 
missions. She had a wide knowledge 
of men and affairs, and from earh 
girlhood had been a member of the 
Presbyterian Church. Three children 
were born to Dr. and Mrs. Purman, 
and she is survived by them and hei 
husband.

Sauiuel WhitaUer Pennypacker was boru April 9, 1843, in i'henixville. 


Chester county. Young Peunypacker early showed a thirst for knowledge 
and received a good education. For a time Mr. Peunypacker taught school 
In Montgomery county. In 1863 he enlisted, joining "company F, Twenty- 
•Ixth Pennsylvania Emergency regiment. Upon being mustered out he en- 
tered the law department of the University of Pennsylvania, was graduated 
to 18G6 and began at once the practice of law. In 188'' he was appointed 
Jwdge of the court of common pleas of Philadelphia by Governor Beaver aud 
the same year was elected for the full term or ten years. In 1899 he was 
te-elected and was holding that office when chosen governor.

Let the 
spirit of Christ, which goes out from 
thee and which is ceaselessly pleading 
within us. prevail to bring our busi 
ness life under Christ's law of service 
that all who guide the processes ot' 
factory and trade may feel that high I 
consciousness of a 
divine 
calling1 


which blesses only those who are the! 
free servants of God and the people I 
and who are consciously devoting 
their strength to the common good.' 


Proper Distribution ot Wealth. 
The problem of our age is the prop 


er distribution of wealth; that the ties 
of brotherhood may still bind together 
the rich and the poor in harmonious 
relationship, writes Andrew Carnegie 
in "The Delineator" for December. , 
There is only one mode of using great 
fortunes. That is one by which the 
surplus wealth of the few becomes the 
property of the many, and by which 
this wealth passing through the hands 
of the few can be made a more po-' 
tent force for the elevation of the 
race than if distributed in smalll 
sums to the people themselves. The 
millionaire is but a trustee for the 
poor. 


The man of wealth should become, 


after providing moderately for the le- 
gitimate wants of those dependent up 
on him, the mere trustee 'and agent' 
for his poorer brethren, bringing to 1 
their service his superior wisdom, ex- 
perience and ability to administer, do 
ing for them better than they would 
or could do for themselves. 
' 
I 


Wise men will soon conclude that; 


for the best interests of their families' 


and to the State, bequests to their de- 
scendants are an improper use of their 
means Beyond providing for the wife 
and daughters moderate sources of 
incomes and very modeiate allow- 
ances, if any, for the sons, men may 
well hesitate. 
The thoughtful man 


must surely say: "I would as soon 
lea^e to my son a curse as the al- 
mighty dollar." He must admit to 
himselt that it is not the welfare of 
the childten but the family 
pride 


which inspires these legacies. 


Rich men have it in their power 


during their lives to busy themselves 
in oiganizing benefactions from which 
the masses of their fellows will derive 
lasting advantages and thus dignify 
theii own lives. In many cases a man's 
bequests are so used as to become 
monuments to his folly. The day is 
uot far distant when the man who 
dies leaving behind him millions of 
available wealth, which was free for 
him to administer during life, will 
pass avva\. "unwept, unhonored and 
unsung." 
Of such the public verdict 


w ill be, ' This man who dies thus rich, 
dies disgi aced." 


It is as important in administering 


wealth as in anv other branch of a 
man's work, that heshould be enthu- 
biasticallj devoted to it and feel that 
in the field selected his work lies. In 
•icstowing charity, the main considera- 
tion should be to help those who help 
themselves. Neither 
the 
individual 


nor the race is improved by almsgiv- 
ing. The free library is the best gift 
that can be given to a community, pro- 
\ided the community will accept and 
maintain it as a public institution as 
much a part of the city property as 
its public schools, and indeed as an 
adjunct to these. It is reserved for 
very few to found universities. 
More 


good is henceforth to be accomplished 
by.adding to and extending those in 
existence. 


I .have summed up mj principles of 


giving in the Trust Deed for the bene- 
fit of the Carnegie Institution 
at 


Washington, D. C., in which I said I 
deemed it to be my duty and one of 
my highest privileges to administer 
the wealth that has come to me, as a 
trustee in behalf of others, and enter- 
tained the confident belief that one of 
the best means of discharging that 
tiust is by providing funds for im- 
nroving and extending the opportu- 
nity for stud} and research in our 
country. Moreover I gave my trus- 
tees full power to modify the condi- 
t ions and regulations under which the 
trust is dispensed, so that these shall 
always be applied in the manner best 
adapted to the changed conditions of 
the time.

BACKWARD CHILDREN. 


Situations to be 
Observed and 


Studied by Every Teacher. 


By many educators the University 


of Pennsylvania is rated preeminent 
among American Universities because 
of its Medical School. Others regard 
the Law School as the department pri- 
marily entitling Old Penn to distinc- 
tion, while the Graduate School, Whar 
ton School of Finance and Veterinary 
Schools also have enthusiastic spon 
sors 
A new competitor for first hon- 


ors has appeared within recent years, 
in the Department of Psychology— 
paitly a graduate aud partlj an un- 
dergraduate department. 
Certain it 


is that, as regards the relationship of 
the University to the general public, 
in no way is the institution doing a 
greater amount of good than in Dr 
Lightner Witmer's psychological clinic 


So much is written about psychology 


thet>e dajs that to many people it ap- 
pears a fad. In point of fact, Adam 
and Eve were the very first psycholo- 
gists, aud the science which deals with 
that most marvelous and baffling intri- 
cate creation, the human mind, was 
studied by philosophers long before 
the Christian era. 
Dr. Witmer him- 


self likes to tell the story of a Penn- 
sylvania professor who was attending 
the Yale bicentennial in 1901, and was 
much impressed with the psychologi- 
cal laboratory of the institution. Re- 
turning to Philadelphia, he told Pro- 
vost Harrison that Penn should have 
a similar laboratory, only to learn 
that the University had the oldest psy- 
chological 
laboratory in continuous 


existence in the United States. It was 
founded in 1889. 


I 
I 
PSYCHOLOGICAL CLIMC.' WORK. 


Dr. J. McKeen Cattell was the Uni- 


versity's first professor of psychology, 
giving place to Dr. Witmer, in 1892. 
The psj chological clinic was opened in 
1890, and for "the past 13 years has 
been quickly doing a work which has 
enabled Pennsylvania to pull up on 
even terms with Harvard and has 
earned a big debt of gratitude from 
the poorer people of Philadelphia. 


The Saturday morning clinics in 


College Hall and the classes for de- 
fective and backward children in the 
lower grades of Philadelphia's down 
town public schools are the two most 
striking fields of activity. 
Every 


known type of physical, mental and 
moral degenerate has been represent- 
ed at one time or another, in the va- 
rious subjects treated in the clinics. 
Adults, apparently hopeless derelicts, 
in the eternal struggle for the survi- 
val of the fittest, have been put on 
their feet and given a new start. Chil- 
dren, irritable and dumb, vicious in 
their instincts and even physically de- 
formed, have had these handicaps 
either lessened or entirely removed 
at the outset of their young lives 
Hundreds of feeble minded children 
in poverty stricken homes, where they 
would 
never 
get 
even 
amateurish 


treatment, have been treated free at 
the University and partially or whol- 
ly cured. 


IMBECILITY t'AREFCLLY STri>IEI> 
Apparent imbecility has no terrors 


to the psychologists. A revolting case 
was recently brought in The boj was 
extraordinarily vicious, 
pulling 
his, 


brother's hair, spitting in his moth- \ 
er's face, lighting fires throughout the 
house and screaming in the streets 
On October 9 the case was reported 
to the clinic. 
Shortly after a large 


adenoid growth was removed from the 
boy's nose. Xot only did the usual 
discharges cease, but the kindly yet 
firm discipline of Miss Champion, the 
social worker in charge of him, be- 
gan to tell. He soon lost his savage 
fear of the clinic, learned to string 
beads and call his letter blocks by 
name, and, best of all, treats his rela- 
tives and friends rationally, even af- 
fectionately. 


This case is fairlj typical. Low and 


high-grade imbecils and children in 
various degrees of idiocy—boys, for 
example, who were spending three and I 
four years in the first grade of ele

Fail Spraying and Pruning 


A number of requests for informa- 


tion iu regard to fall spraying aud fall 
pruning reached Professor H. A. Sur- 
face. State Zoologist of Pennsylvania, 
recently. The following reply to one 
of the letters received will be of inter- 
est to owners of orchards everywhere. 


"Replying to your letters asking if 


you must spray this fall for scale in- 
sects, 1 beg to say that It is not nec- 
essary to spray in the fail, but if your 
trees are much infested it is better to 
spray both fall and spring, 
[f my 


trees were not 
badly 
infested. 
1 


should spray only in the spring when 
the buds are swelling. I consider 
this the best time of the year to spiay, 
and of couree, the boiled lime sulph- 
ur wash, either commercial or home- 
made, is my choice of material. 


"Iu regard to fall pruning I can say 


that this is as good as spring pruning, 
the pruning being done at auy time 
wheu the leaves are ofl. If you will 
prune your trees this fall, you can 
then spray them at auy lime during 
the fall, winterer spring, and have 
good results iu killing the scale. Thor- 
oughness of spraying is necessary, 
aud it will be easier for you to do a 
com plete job after the trees are pruned 
than before. Also, pruning helps to 
put vigor into that part of the tree 
which remains."

YOUN3 BOWERS 
SENTENCED 


Goes to Penitentiary for tbe Tak- 


ing ot $10,000 Package. 


Harry D. Bowers, tbe trusted clerk 


of Biglerville, in the employ of the 
United States Express Co., at Harrie- 
burg, who on Monday, November 8, 
stole $10,000 of money which was 
being shipped for tbe 
Harrieburg 


Trust Company, was last week sen- 
tenced to tbe Eastern penitentiary by 
Judge Kunfcel, for not more tban 
three years and uot lees tban six 
months. 


Bowers, who was on duty as clerk, 


received a telephone message from 
tbe trust company to send there for a 
package for shipment, and instead of 
sending one of the uniformed drivers 
of tbe company, whose duty it is to 
call at banks for such packages, went 
himself and signed for the package 
the forged name of Morgan. 


He admitted that when he got hold 


of the package containing 110,000, he 
removed $195, with which he paid 
some doctor bills and two loan agents 
in Harrisburg, also some grocery and 
coal bills. Then he sent the package 


of money to bis father at Biglerville. 
The father opened tbe package, and 
finding that it was $195 short of $10,000, 
got the money out of bank to make 
good tbe deficiency, and brought the 
money back to this city and turned it 
over to young Bowers. 


Bowers, however, instead of taking 


tbe money to the trust company, took 
it to tbe residence of W. L.. Loeser, 
and in tbe absence of that gentlemeu 
from his home gave it to bis wife. 


Mr. Loeser, returning home later, 


opened the package as his wife be* 
lieved that a joke was about to be 
played upon him, and was surprised 
to find tbe money. 


He took tbe package of money tbe 


next morning to Charles S. Boll, at 
tbe Union Trust Company, and asked 
hie advice as to what to do. 


Tbe express company was notified 


and later the money was turned over 
to tbe Harrisburg Trust Company. 


When Bowers appeared in court 


last week he plead guilty. He could 
offer no explanation for his crime, 
aside from that be was tempted to 
take the money. 


In imposing sentence tbe court 


said: "Bowers was repent en t as is 
shown by his confiding in his father,
